HE Voice with the Smile— 
Why is it that this phrase 
has become associated al- 
most exclusively with the 
telephone operator in 
America? 

Perhaps it is because she has 
more to smile about. 


In no other country has tele- 
phone service been developed to 
the extent that it has in the Unit- 
ed States. In no other land is the 
public more appreciative of its 
service or more courteous in its 
relations to the operator. The 
Inited States has 63 per cent of 
he world’s telephones. It has the 
nost comprehensive system in ex- 
istence, and the equipment is a 
model for all others in every na- 
tion of the globe. 

The telephone, born in America 
and gradually developed in this 
“ountry, is essentially an Ameri- 
‘an invention, but without a public 
‘o use it and to demand greater 
‘acilities the efforts of Alexander 
Sraham Bell and Thomas A. Wat- 
and engineers who fol- 
lowed them might have proved of 
small avail. The American pub- 
it, however, has learned to use 
he telephone with greater frec- 


son the 


lom and ease than do the people 
af other nations, with the result 


that the telephone has become in 
this country an important and 
necessary part of our business and 
social life. The telephone girl, 
therefore, is a vital factor in our 
averyday existence. 

Telephone operators the world 
over are noted for their courtesy, 
1nd especially is this true of the 
American telephone girl. In many 
other countries the operator is 
cust a government clerk, and in no 
‘arge country is the number of calls 
y:r person so high as in the United 

It Is much more difficult 
courteous under such cir- 

imstuneces, but in the Bell Sys- 
-em it kas been found that as a 
rule the most courteous girls are 


- atae 
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the most efficient, which possibly 
helps to account for the greater ef- 
ficiency of the American service. 
The outstanding charactevistics of 
the American telephone operator 
are her good health, her happy 
disposition, her faithfulness and 
her willingness to face rea] dan- 
ger in times of emergencies, such 
as fires, floods, etc. 


Forelgn Practices 


In England a telephone girl is 
mot an operator. She is a “tele- 
phonist.” The long distance oper- 
ators in London, because of the} 
many communications with the 
continent, not only are required to 
speak both French and English, 
but must know the former lan- 
guage sufficiently well to be able 
to understand it over telephone 


wires, which is no small feat. In 
fact, French is the official lan- 
guage of the Paris-London line. 


Recently, in order to increase their 
efficiency in routing long distance 
calls, London and Paris have inau- 
gurated a scheme of exchanging tel- 
ephone girls in relays for periods 
of two weeks in each city. The 
English girls work in the French 
central offices, and at the same 


itime the French operators are em- 


ployed at the London end of the 
wire on the long distance lines, 
thus giving both a working knowl- 
edge of the two exchanges and 
the methods of routing 
dition to cementing a personal “‘en- 
tente cordiale.” 

In Great Britain the line is never 
“busy”; rather, “the number is en- 
gaged.” Another English expres- 
sion used by the _ telephonists 
which sounds strange to American 
ears is “You're through,” which 
means that you can begin to talk, 
being the equivalent of the Amerl- 
can ‘“Here’s your party.” This 
same practice is common in New 
Zealand and Australia.

“J’ecoute,” which 
means “I’m listening.” In Ger- 
many she says, “Here’s the ex- 
change,” in Norway, either ‘“Cen- 
tral” or simply “Yes,” while in 
Sweden there is a practice which 
is often the cause of some perplex- 
ity to the foreigner using a Swed- 
ish telephone for the first time. 
On lifting the receiver from the 
hook the first thing he hears may 
be merely a number—for example, 
“Thirty-nine.” However, this ts 
not a telephone number, but is eim- 
ply the number of the operator who 
is answering the call In some 
parts of Sweden the operators fol- 
low the practice common in Bel- 
gium, which is to mention the ex- 
change name as the equivalent of 
“Number, please.” Outside of the 
English speaking nations and 
Switzerland, however, the equiva- 
lent of “please” is seldom heard, 


The Mosh! Moshi Giri 


The telephone girl of Japan is 
| known as the Moshi Moshi girl, the

anese equivalent for “hello.” Usu- 
ally she is very young, often being 
mot more than fourteen years of 
age. 

All Japanese telephone operators 
jin the city of Tokyo are required 
|}to wear a uniform costume which 
|consists of a sort of skirt called a 
“hakama,” which is worn over a 
| working kimono of coarse, white 
,cloth. The sleeves are not as full 
as those of the ordinary kimono 
iand are tied with a cord just below 
the elbow so as to prevent them 
from interfering with 
ments of the operator’s hands, The 
“hakama” has a sash tied in front.
